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Rejections based on 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 21-29 and 32-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Independent claims 21 and 32 state in the preamble that a "vibrating device" is 
being claimed, yet the claims set forth no structure for the "vibrating device." The critical 
structure which makes up the device must be reasonably set forth. Sufficient structure 
cable of accomplishing the intended use of being secured to an impression tray must be 
set forth. 

In claims 22-28 and 33-37, it is unclear what structural limitations applicant is 
attempting to impose upon the claimed "vibrating device" with limitations directed to the 
tray and material which are not positively claimed as part of the "vibrating device." 
Applicant's attention is directed to In re Rohrbacher, 128 USPQ 117 (CCPA 1960) for 
guidance in claim drafting. 

In regard to claim 29, the preamble purports to be setting forth a "method of 
taking an impression," however, no actual steps are set forth that positively lead to an 
impression. 
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Rejections based on Prior Art 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 21-29 and 32-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Takemoto et al (US 4,162,576). 

Takemoto et al disclose a vibrating device 6 that is removably attached to a 
dental tray 1M. The intended use of the unclaimed tray and the particular materials that 
applicant intends to use with the claimed device fail to impose any objectively 
ascertainable distinctions between the vibrating device disclosed by Takemoto et al and 
the vibrating device claimed. In regard to claims 32-37, the Takemoto et al tray 1 M is 
used as a dispenser with treating material placed in the grooves 2 (note column 4, line 
2). The particular material applicant intends to dispense from the unclaimed dispenser 
fails to impose any objectively ascertainable structural distinctions from the device 
disclosed by Takemoto et al. It is noted the claims are interpreted according to 
conventional claim construction law as exemplified in In re Rohrbacher, 128 USPQ 117 
(CCPA 1960).
